The same companies last year hired 2,470 male grad­ 
uates—yet 1 out of every *6 positions available went 
unfilled. 
In another field, that created by automation itself in 
the form of high-speed computing or data processing 
machines, School Management magazine estimates 
that during the coming decade 500,000 jobs will be 
open for high school graduates. 
The categories include programmers, technicians, 
operators, maintenance experts, etc. Higher up in the 
echelons of this new industry is a growing list of ex­ 
otic careers like “systems analyst” and “operations 
researcher.” 
The story could be repeated in many other fields— 
some old, some unheard of a few years ago, like the 
two above. 
For the next generation, the magic word more than 
ever is ‘ education”—in the broadest sense: specific 
training, informed counseling, awareness of the trends 
shaping the America of tomorrow.

No political parties, nor organizations, nor race, nor creed, 
nor color, nor rich, nor poor need fear me, for I will give all an honest deal, "but not a new deal 
or fair deal". I am a man who has no price, who believes in the ten commandments and the 
Golden Rule and follows them. I am a statesm an and not a politician. You will always find me 
on the side I think is right no matter whether it is popular or unpopular or whether it wins votes 
or loses votes or wins friends or loses friends. A statesman is supposed to know a great deal 
about his country. 
Providence they soy, always raises up a great leader in every crisis, but will we have wit 
enough, sense enough or enough honor to try and recognize who he is, or do we go chasing off 
to one who talks the most over the radio or some great oifctor, or some great politician or 
some great hero of the hour? Like Lindbergh 
One of the problems which concerns us is one th at I am going to try to discuss. It is the 
fear of the ever-accelerating and dangerous trend of this country towards paternalism — and 
toward a centralization of power within the Federal Government. 
In the minds of many Americans there lies uppermost the fears concerning the usurpation 
by the Federal Government of the sovereignty belonging to our sovereign states and of a defi­ 
nite and alarming drift toward rule by bureaucratic directives instead of legally enacted con­ 
gressional laws. They are frankly apprehensive also of the current tendency by government to 
submerge the personal endeavor of the individual and to suppress the free initiative of the citi­ 
zen and make of him the recipient of a regimented life, dictated and planned by government 
bureaus. 
Thinking Americans know that the proudest heritage of American citizenship hat been 
its freedom from either government or private compulsion. They do not want th at freedom 
swept away. Such a catastrophe would wipe out their other freedoms. It would end representa­ 
tive self-government in these United States. There is no escaping the fact that a large segment 
of the thinking people of America is definitely uneasy over these sinister developments that 
are casting ominous shadows over the future of all of us. We should do all we can to check 
this unhealthy growth of paternalistic philosophy th at is so at variance with the faith of our 
fathers. We should preserve and protect their cherished American heritage, the right of every 
American to live his own life as he pleases within the bounds of decency, law and consideration 
of the rights of others. 
We need honest leadership, we need voices to express open and defiant opposition to this 
un-American tendency. To no group can these worried citizens turn with greater propriety and 
with more confidence than "To the Lord, their Lord, their God, to our redeemer Jeius Christ 
and honest citizens. There is ground for their fears. There is justice in their indignation. The 
sovereign rights of their states are being invaded and th at invasion is gathering momentum. 
With each state right th at is lost, there comes an abridgement of the sovereignty of the Am­ 
erican citizen. This invasion of states rights is but a part and parcel of a movement under way 
for more than a decade, to convert a Capitalistic system of government into a socialistic or a 
communistic one. 
It is well that we recognize once and for all that ours is a capitalistic system of govern­ 
ment. By capitalistic system, I mean the system th at recognizes free enterprise the right of 
the individual to labor in his own behalf and to take and use for himself the income from that 
labor. Under this system the mechanic and the farmer with their tools are just as much capital­ 
ists living under the protection of our capitalistic form of government as the man who owns a 
railroad. Agitators and dreamers to the contrary, there is nothing terrifying about the word 
"capitalistic." It is the essence of Americanism. It is the recognition of the right of the indivi­ 
dual to take and use for himself the fruits of his own labor in the furtherance of his own prog­ 
ress. A capitalistic government such as ours protects private enterprise. It encourages personal 
initiative and rewards personal efficiency and it insures every man who wants to stand on his 
own merits, a job and not a dole. This system has made America great. 
It has made it a land of unlimited opportunities where every man can start with an equal 
chance and q o os for os his own ability, his brain and energy can carry him. Under this form of 
government w e h a v e reached the uroarelled development and the industrial growth which 
makes America t n d a v the arsenal a* fS « world, and this industrial growth is not a subsidized 
growth. In the crmnarativelv short I'fe of «ur Government we have achieved this greatness, we 
have reached this industrial capacity, we have accumulated this wealth by the efforts of the

individual citizen, protected by the law of the land, in the exercise of his freedom of action, of 
his liberty and of his property. 


Our people hove always been the government Lincoln described os a government founded 
by the people, controlled by the people and exercising its authority solely for the people. 


In combating this problem of the ever-increasing encroachments of the Federal Govern­ 
ment and its numerous bureaucracies upon the sovereignties of our states and our citizens, we 
must remember that our Federal Government is one of limited authority only. 


It has only such control and authority as is expressly ceded to it in the Federal Constitu­ 
tion, by the sovereign states. 


Many of these encroachments hove come about as the result of the depression when the 
Federal Government began givinq aid to state and local governments in dealing with problems 
aggravated by the economic crisis. Unfortunately, this aid always carried conditions with it. 
Whenever the Federal Government helped out with a single dollar, there were demands for the 
surrender of certain state and local powers. 


This story of Federal aid is the story of the rise of federal bureaucracy. Year by year it has 
sunk its teeth deeper into local control, until now it is reaching into almost every activity of the 
private life of the American citizen. 


These bureaucrats call themselves "planners." They are striving for a planned economy 
under which freedom from wont, freedom from economic insecurity and freedom from fear of 
the future will be achieved. These freedoms are the freedoms which the American citizen can 
achieve through his own individual effort. They are the freedoms that have ever been the in­ 
centive for honest, hard work. They are the freedoms that have enabled Americans in the past 
to take pride in the fact that they were self-made men. These czars of o so-called "planned" 
economy would not guarantee to every individual these freedoms without effort on his part, 
but in exchange for his individual independence. They would deceive the gullible and unthink­ 
ing with visions of a Utopia. This Utopia will be yours, they say, "it you will but let us plan for 
you, look out for you and decide everything for you. We know better than you what is best tor 
you." These planners seek to indoctrinate Am erica with a false philosophy under which every­ 
thing would come from and be controlled by the state and the individual would have nothing 
then to worry about. This is un-American philosophy. It would destroy the spirit of our people. 
It would destroy ambition. It would wipe out their independence, sop their strength and rob 
their God-given rights as sovereign citizens. Ever must we remember that this planning requires 
powers. It will require more and more powers which come from directives and not from consti­ 
tutionally passed lows. Eventually, these-so-called planners will be satisfied with nothing less 
than A L L power. If Americo is reduced to such a planned society, then freedom and liberty will 
be gone and we will have become a totalitarian state, by whatever name that state be known. 
The surest road to dictatorship is the road to federal paternalism. This tendency toward regi­ 
mentation and federal power has been accelerated by the war. Everyone, of course, realizes 
that in wartime it becomes necessary for the citizen to cede many of his rights and for the state 
to cede some of its authority. This is alright and no one can object in wartime. But our danger 
lies in the fact that power-hungry bureaucrats find in this war an ideal opportunity to extend 
and consolidate their controls. They will seek to carry wartime regimentation into peacetime 
planning. It is urgent that every good Am erican should write Congress to assert its own author­ 
ity and assume its proper constitutional responsibilities as the law-making branch of the Federal 
Government. 


Our Federal Government should return to its normal functions, to take it out of social work, 
out of private industry and out of other fields of activity, not contemplated by the Federal Con­ 
stitution. 


If we expect to remain sovereign in our citizenship — to retain our rights and freedoms, 
we must assume and discharge the obligations that go with them. Only by being vigitont can 
we remoin the masters and not the slaves of the Government. Let us remember that under our 
Constitution we have rights, but at the same tim e we have responsibilities. 


I wont a sanatorium in every Conqressional District large enough to 
take care of all the 
people that are not able to take care of themselves. 
Let every county in each district pay to the 
sanitarium the amount that they ore out each month to take care of the people. Send all sur­ 
plus food to the sanitarium, make it 10 times better than our fraternal homes. 


Let every taxpayer in every county assess himself one-third what he would take for what 
he has, and one-fifth what he would take for his home and contents. Then the federal, state, ci­ 
ties and counties could assess a certain per cent to run them. It would take thousands of sheets 
of paper to write what I want to say. It would take 2 or 3 millions of dollars to let all the peo­ 
ple in St. Louis learn about me, but it wouldn't take over $200.00 if the people would ring all 
the bells, toot the whistles, blow their horns, fire houses all sound their fire alarms on the first 
ond 15th of each month. It wouldn't take over 48 hours for all the people to know about me. 


If you want an honest deal, real freedom, real happiness, real peace, real contentment, 
real prosperity, and not o subsidized prosperity, hove Dr. Alfred Herbert Marshall of Charles­ 
ton, Mo., appointed Prime Minister of these U. S., with the lost word. 


Any one on relief should not have the right to vote or talk politics. The Federal Government 
should pay taxes on everything they own the same as individuals do. It would help the states, 
cities and county a great deal to pay their taxes. Nothing should be exempt from taxes. I want 
to be appointed Prime Minister of these U. S., with the last word. 


If you expect to be elected President, Senator, or Congressman of these United States, lie 
like Hell and promise the people everything. But I wouldn't lie for every damn vote in these 
U. S. Don't send me any money, but I will accept stamped envelopes with my name on it. Have 
my article printed and send it to me already folded, ond I will appreciate it greatly. 


Government in these United States will be completely centralized at the expense of local 
and state Governments, and each state will become on administrative department of W ashing­ 
ton if we don't do something about it. There w ill be more government ownership, but to pre­ 
vent this the Federal Government should pay taxes on everything they own, same as an indivi­ 
dual does. Circumstances alter cases. I may change my mind from time to time. Wise men 
change their mind while a fool never does.

In fact, the three 
day period of Saturday, Sunday 
and Monday, September first, 
second and third was equaled 
only once in the entire year for 
traffic fatalities. There were 19 
persons killed in Missouri traf­ 
fic during the period and the 
sam e number of deaths were 
recorded on Saturday, Sunday 
and Monday before the Fourth 
of July which cam e on Wednes­ 
day.” 


Colonel Waggoner said Patrol 
records show that all but one of 
the traffic fatalities in Missouri 
during the last Labor Day week­

The 
only metropolitan area death in 
the period was a driver killed 
on a Kansas City street. 


The Labor Day death toll on

i n c l u d e d 
three residents of other states. 
There was one driver from Jop­ 
lin and one driver and one pas­ 
senger from St. Lohis killed on 
rural roads. The out - of . state 
toll included one passenger from

and one driver

both Kansas and Iowa. The other 
12 fatalities were rural Missouri 
residents.

When it com es to civil rights,

One case. Jay Jacobs Down­ 
town (140NLRB 127,1963' is al­ 
most comic 
in it* illogic. 
In 
this one, a union sought to or­ 
ganize employees. The employ­ 
er provided It with em ployee*’ 
home addresses for mailing pur­ 
poses, and conveyed the union’s 
invitation to a dinner meeting 
for the workers. 


But the workers rejected the 
union. The union then demand­ 
ed that the employer *ign a 
contract, whether the worker* 
wanted it or not. The company 
refused to saddle the worker* 
with a union they m anifestly 
didn’t want, and was found to 
be “anti - union” by the N. l . 
R. B. If the company had signed, 
it could have been found guilty 
of conspiring with a union — 
as in the case of ‘he notorious 
“sweetheart contracts.” 
The employer was, as Rep. 
Griffin put it. “anti %union be­ 
cause he refused to violate the 
law."

8. 1925. with 10 000 mem bers of 
their fam ilies cn the sidelines. 
The Klan was then it its hey­ 
day with 45 trains, carrying 600 
K leagles, arrived in Washing­ 
ton, together with atuo cara­ 
vans from as far away as Tex­ 
as. m iles of barren land between 
Washington and Bethesda were 
set adde a> camping 
ground, 
and, in som e parts of the city, 
robed K lam m tn took over traf­ 
fic direction. The Klan secured 
a permit 
to 
parade, 
thereby 
halting all streetcar traffic, and 
also secured permission to use 
the Sylvan Theatre. 


At that tim e, the Klan was 
more 
anti-Catholic 
than 
anti- 
Negro. and Rev. John Briggs of 
the Fifth Street Baptist 'Church 
stated that he saw “No reason 
why proteslants should not or­

’igious creeds.” A huge cross 
ightv feet high was burne d on

No political parties, nor organizations, nor race, nor creed, 
nor color, nor rich, nor poor need fear me, for I will give oil an honest deal, "but not a new deal 
or fair deal". I am a man who has no price, who believes in the ten commandments and the 
Golden Rule and follows them. I am a statesman and not a politician. You will always find me 
on the side I think is right no matter whether it is popular or unpopular or whether it wins votes 
or loses votes or wins friends or loses friends. A statesman is supposed to know a great deal 
obout his country. 
Providence they soy, always raises up a great leader in every crisis, but will we hove wit 
enough, sense enough or enough honor to try and recognize who he is, or do we go chasing off 
to one who talks the most over the radio or some great oi%tor, or some great politician or 
some great hero of the hour? Like Lindbergh 
One of the problems which concerns us is one that I am going to try to discuss. It if the 
fear of the ever-accelerating and dangerous trend of this country towards paternalism — and 
toward a centralization of power within the Federal Government. 
In the minds of many Americans there lies uppermost the fears concerning the usurpation 
by the Federal Government of the sovereignty belonging to our sovereign states and of a defi­ 
nite and alarming drift toward rule by bureaucratic directives instead of legally enacted con­ 
gressional lows. They are frankly apprehensive also of the current tendency by government to 
submerge the personal endeavor of the individual and to suppress the free initiative of the citi­ 
zen and make of him the recipient of a regimented life, dictated and planned by government 
bureaus. 
Thinking Americans know that the proudest heritage of American citizenship has been 
its freedom from either government or private compulsion. They do not want that freedom 
swept away. Such a catastrophe would wipe out their other freedoms. It would end representa­ 
tive self-government in these United States. There is no escaping the fact that a large segment 
of the thinking people of America is definitely uneasy over these sinister developments that 
are casting ominous shadows over the future of all of us. We should do all we can to check 
this unhealthy growth of paternalistic philosophy that is so at variance with the faith of our 
fathers. We should preserve and protect their cherished American heritage, the right of every 
American to live his own life as he pleases within the bounds of decency, law and considerafion 
of the rights of others. 
We need honest leadership, we need voices to express open and defiant opposition to this 
un-American tendency. To no group can these worried citizens turn with greater propriety and 
with more confidence than "To the Lord, their Lord, their God, to our redeemer Jesus Christ" 
and honest citizens. There is ground for their fears. There is justice in their indignation. The 
sovereign rights of their states are being invaded and that invasion is gathering momentum. 
W ith each state right that is lost, there comes an abridgement of the sovereignty of the Am- 
terican citizen. This invasion of states rights is but a part and parcel of a movement underway 
for more than a decode, to convert a Capitalistic system of government into a socialistic or a 
communistic one. 
It is well that we recognize once and for all that ours is o capitalistic system of govern­ 
ment. By capitalistic system, I mean the system that recognizes free enterprise the right of 
the individual to labor in his own behalf and to take and use for himself the income from that 
labor. Under this system the mechanic and the former with their tools are just as much capital­ 
ists living under the protection of our capitalistic form of government as the man who owns a 
railroad. Agitators and dreamers to the contrary, there is nothing terrifying about the word 
"capitalistic." It is the essence of Americanism. It is the recognition of the right of the indivi­ 
dual to take and use for himself the fruits of his own labor in the furtherance of his own prog­ 
ress. A capitalistic government such as ours protects private enterprise. It encourages personal 
initiative and rewards personal efficiency and if insures every man who wants to stand on his 
own merits, a job and not o dole. This system has made America great. 
It has made it a land of unlimited opportunities where every man can start with an equal 
chance and go os for as his own ability, his brain and energy can carry him. Under this form of 
government we have reached the uroarelled development and 
the 
industrial

world, and this industrial growth is not a subsidized

Our people hove always been the governm ent Lincoln described as a government founded edforiGe 
by the people, controlled by the people and exercising its authority solely for the people. 


In com bating this problem of the ever-increasing encroachm ents of the Federal Govern­ 
ment ond its numerous bureaucracies upon the sovereignties of our states and our citizens, we 
must remember that 
our Federal Government is one of limited authority only. 


It hos only such

The surest road to dictatorship is the road to federal paternalism . This tendency toward regi­ 
mentation and federal power has been accelerated by the war.

Let every county in each district pay to the 
sanitarium the amount that they are out each month to toke care of the people. Send all sur­ 
plus food to the sanitarium, m ake it 10 times better than our fraternal homes. 


Let every taxpayer in every county assess himself one-third w hat he would take for what 
he has, and one-fifth what he would take for his home and contents. Then the federal, state, c i­ 
ties and counties could assess a certain per cent to run them. It would take thousands of sheets 
of paper to write what I w ant to say. It would take 2 or 3 millions of dollars to let all the peo­ 
ple in St. Louis learn about me, but it w ouldn't take over $200.00 if the people would ring all 
the bells, toot the whistles, blow their horns, fire houses all sound their fire alarm s on the first 
and 15th of each month. It wouldn't take over 48 hours for all the people to know about me.

Just why is it that as time 
goes on we are troubled with 
an increasing number of labor 
disputes for which there seems 
to be no apparent solution? 
We can remember the 119 - 
day steel strike in 1961 which 
brought the whole country to a 
standstill and started a reces­ 
sion. It will take manv, many 
years for the workers to make 
up their losses from the gain in 
their pay as a result of all 
their lost time, if they ever can. 
Look at the tugboat strike in 
New York; the airlines flight 
engineers’ problems; the recent 
newspaper shut - downs in Cleve­ 
land and New York; the dock- 
workers’ strike just ended: the 
coming railroad problem w’ith 
the diesel firemen; the transit 
strike in Philadelphia; and of 
course the nrxt round of steel 
labor negotiations, and so on 
and on and on and on. 
The answers to these prob­ 
lems are a product of exped­ 
iency devised and created un­ 
der conditions of complete crisis 
and invariably the element of 
imlitieal pressure enters the pic­ 
ture. So now in our country we 
live in an Alice - in - Wonder­ 
land world. 
The Secretary of Labor re­ 
cently was working nights and 
weekends to bring agreement 
tn a dispute between airlines, 
many of which are losing mon­ 
ey 
and

pilots 
who already make more money 
than the Labor Secretary! 
Union plumbers make more 
than high school princiop.s. A 
bulldozer operator makes more 
than the president of a <mall 
college. 
To piav hockey in the Munici­ 
pal Stadium in Pittsburgh, a un­ 
ion elecrician must sit in the 
penalty box to press the small 
button on the electric timer. In 
every community you can name 
many oth^r interesting and cost­ 
ly situations. 
There seems to be no adequate 
description of “ wage” in the 
dictionary and T have discussed ! 
the matter with experts in econ­ 
omics. management, law and i 
labor matters. The search for a 
saisfcatory definition has done ; 
nothing more than further com­ 
pound the confusion, and the; 
meaning of a w’ord wdiieh is the 
result of an agreement b-i veen : 
two parties is not a very satis-! 
factory means of definition. 
If generally accepted thinking 
in our country says something 
is wrong, because two parties 
agree that it is not wrong, does 
that make it right? Two narties 
can agree that black is not 
black, but w'hite — does that j 
change the color? Or that a j 
square is not a square but a tri­ 
angle —does that change the 
existing figure which has four 
sides to one having three sides? 
The sun has always risen in the 
east. Can two parties agree that 
its rising point on the compass 
is really not east, but west? 
A simple basic definition of j 
the word “ wage” will give the 
same sense of direction to our 
present - dav labor - manage­ 
ment problems as a compass 
needle does in any area of con­ 
fused direction when it noints 
| one way — north. 
There are great advantages 
to this approach. Any direction 
that is not north is some other 
direction, which can be named 
and defined. Therefore, this de- 
> finition of “ wage” is sufficiently 
discrete that anything that is 
not a wage lies outside of the j 
definition and is something else 
| that can be defined separately. 
“ A wage is a payment made 
I to a person who u*es iv< ef­ 
forts — mental and or physi­ 
cal — to produce some good and 
or service for which there is a 
market." 
The payment can be in the 
form of money or fringe bene­ 
fits — both are costs to the 
employer — and the total of 
money plus fringe benefits is 
the amount the person receives 
in return for his effort.

— to produce something for 


which there is a need, a need 
existing in the market — a 
market that is free and within 
the law. 
To pay for goods and or serv­ 
ices not needed, is not a wage. 
This is a gift or a subsidy.

A payment made to an indi­ 
vidual for work not performed, 
merely because 
both 
parties 
have agreed, is a gift and serves 
no justifiable economic purpose 
in the competitive private en­ 
terprise system. It just makes 
;the system less competitive. 
A payment made to a person 
for effort that produces farm 
products, for example, for w-hich 
there is no need existing in the 
i market, is not a wage but a 
payment 
made 
by 
the 
gov­ 
ernment for political reasons. It 
is a subsidy and comes cut of 
the taxpayer’s pockets. 
The only reason we find such 
practices is that such payments 
are made under compulsion. A 
payment made under compul­ 
sion is, by definition, knowm as a 
j “ shakedown.” 


A person who receives a w?age 
for effort not expended is as 
guilty of stealing as anyone who 
j takes something that does not 
belong to him. And the employ­ 
er is equally guilty of stealing 
. from our economy.
